Marco Polo, traveled seven hundred 
years ago. 

Nicol Smith who wrote “Burma 
Road” is a San Franciscan. The 
best way to describe the book is to 
Say that once you begin reading | 
it, you can’t put it down. It has a} 
kind of Arabian Nights quality as 
Mr. Nicol encouraged everyone he 
met to tell a story Which he, in 
turn, tells the reader. Here are 
Stories of pirate junks manned by 
cut throats, of strange poisons and 
Stranger ways of detecting poisons, 
of fabulous animals and of char- 


acters who seem to come straight | 


out of Kipling and Conrad. Mr. Ni- 
col conveys to the reader that feel- 
ing of the element of chance that 
seems sO much a part of the Orient 
where anything can happen. 


It was in Hong Kong that Nicol 
Smith made up his mind to travel 
over the Burma Road. It wasn’t 
quite as easy as that. There were 


strings to pull, officials to see, even | 


the rainy season to contend with, 
but being a gentleman of  perse- 
verence, he accomplished his pur- 
pose.

Temperatures tumbled after the 
rain fell in the northern tier of 
states and the U. S. Weather Burcau 
forecast that high winds would push 
the cooler weather zone eastward | 
and westward in the wake of storms 
storms tonight and tomorrow. The | 
mercury fell to 66 degrees at Min- 
neapolis, Minn., early today. Two 
days ago Minneapolis had recorded 
103 degrees, 

Wind and hail accompanied the 
cooler weather in some sections, but 
only minor damage was _ reported 
except in northern Illinois where 
power lines were damaged serious- | 
ly. 

The cool zone extended south- 
ward as far as the Ohio river val- 
ley today and eastward over north- 
ern New York. Toward the south- 
west, the cool mass had penetrated 
approximately to Oklahoma.

neither have they considered the 
operation of his hands.” 

Woe surely follows those who 
do not obey the laws of God in 


life. Nothing is surer than pun- 
ishment for the drunkard and 
wastrel. How to make those who 
incline to this sort of living see 
to what it leads, is the problem 
of all parents and friends of those 
who are so inclined. 

Tenderly, appealingly, we should, 
like Solomon, make the appeal: 
“My son, hear the instruction of 
thy father.” “If sinners entice 
thee, consent thou not.” 

The topsyturvy thinking of 
those who “eat, drink and are 
merry,” giving no thought for the 
consequences, is summed up for 
us in very striking language by 
Isaiah: 

“‘Woe unto them that call evil 
good, and good evil; that put 
darkness for light, and light for 
darkness; that put bitter for 
sweet, and sweet for bitter! 

“Woe unto them that are wise 
in their own eyes, and prudent in 
their own sight! 


‘Woe unto them that are 
mighty to drink wine, and men 
of strength to mingle strong 
drink; 

“That justify the wicked fol 
a bribe, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous 
from him.” 


These words surely apply to 
those who tempt young people to 
drink by telling them they are 
not “good sports” if they do not 
follow the crowd. How many 
young people of both sexes have 
fallen for that slur—to their own 
deep regret and the agony of 
their families! 

In Galatians 6 Paul warns. “Be 
not deceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man_ soweth, 
that shall he also reap.” 

And finally, as added encour- 
agement to us all to live in the 
spirit and to cultivate the things 
that make for life everlasting, 
Paul says: 

“And let us not weary in well- 
doing: for in due season we shall 
reap, if we faint not.”
